was dispatched from Kansas City tc the seem of the crime to m ke an 
investigation and initial report, t. ich cor. evasively developer th: t the 
motive < f such murders was to ofch.in 5*dU,0Uo insurance carried on tne 
life of Henry r.oan by Y, . K. ale and to get possession of oil royalties 
cf other Incians kiilea, w ich would eventually go to Ernest Barnhart 
a r 1 d w i f e in the am o un t of on e - ha If million dollars or more, a no v, : [ c h 
would eventub ly be controlled tv v». I . Hale. 



Additional Special Agents were then dispatched to the scene of the crimes 
and many interviews were had with Indians, white people, local officers, l/ - 
under pretexts of Agents being insurance Agents, Indian doctors, cattle 
buyers, etc*, to gain approach to informants in effort to secure direct 
evidence as to the ' ctual criminals involved* Before any information could 
be gained, it was necessary for Government Special Agents to gain the con- 
fidence of not only informants, but the local officers as well; when Agent 
would contact a person on the street and engage in conversation, making 
his identity known, the informant would aopear nervous and look around to 
see if anyone saw him talking to Agent, fear being in his mind that harm 
would come to him if he were to give information concerning the OSAGH KING* 


Agent from talking to various informants, learned that a certain prominent 
attorney living and practising at pawhuska, Oklahoma, had defended certain 
notorious criminals, and under pretext of looking up life insurance on 
Henry Roan, made contact with this Attorney f -for convenience, named carles 
Garner . 


Mr. Gerner; I know very little about the insurance, in fact, I know 

nothing more than just what I have heard, and that is that 
Bill Hale had $25,000* life insurance on Henry Roan and caused 
Roan to be killed, but I could not direct you to anyone who 
could verify this. I can t will you this, tho, that orior to 
the Government entering into t * is case the best citizens had 
lost confidence that anything would arer be done toward bringing 
the guilty parties to justice, but now that tr ey know the . ^ 

Government is handling the matter, they know Government Agents; 
will not quit until the guilty parties are brought to justice* ; 

I can honestly tell you, tho, that people are ..fraid to talk y 
because of the fact that following B ij L X Smith's ^o pen accusation 
of Bill TT ale being responsible for the killing of Anna Brown, 
his sister-in-law, his house was blown up and he, his wife and 
servant girl were killed, and they are afraid of what may happen 
to them if they in turn give information* 


Agent: Mr* Garner seeing your evident sincerity, I have to advise you 

that I am an Agent of the United States Bureau of Investigation 
and am hereto discuss this matter confidentially with you and 
desire that you give me the benefit of whatever information 
you may have, as it is bej ieved from your situation in this com- 
munity you must have information that would be helpful in this 
invest igat ion.

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his statement caused Ernest Burkhart to dead guilty in state Court at Paw- 
huska, Oklahoma, for the murder of Bill mith and family, being sentenced 
to the Oklahoma State Penitentiary for life; Kelsey Forrison was convicted 
by a jury at Bartlesville, Oklahoma, for the killing of Anna Brown , b ' 
shooting her in the head with a pistol, and was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in the Oklahoma State Penitentiary; Hale and Ramsey both were convicted 
by a jury in Federal Court and are now serving life sentences in the United 
States Penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kansas.
